WASHINGTON — Sensational 
revelations from President Donald 
Trump’s former national security 
adviser threatened to upend the 
Senate impeachment trial Monday, 
increasing the chances that sena- 
tors would vote to allow witnesses 


in a perilous development for the 
White House. 

Inside the Senate chamber as the 
trial entered its second week, 
Trump’s lawyers pushed forward 
with their defense of the president, 
largely ignoring the uproar caused 
by leaked details from a book by 
former national security adviser 
John Bolton. As part of their de- 
fense, they pivoted into a sharp line 
of attack on former vice president 
Joe Biden and his son Hunter over 
their involvement in Ukraine. 

But outside the chamber, GOP 
senators caught unaware by the Bol- 
ton news grappled with divisions in

President Donald Trump will arrive at the 
New Jersey Shore on Tuesday for a campaign 
rally in Democrat-turned-Republican Jeff Van 
Drew’s district, at a moment of political uncer- 
tainty for both Trump and his new ally.

SWIECIM, Poland — 

The living came to 

this place of death 

like the day’s last 
golden light. Children and 
grandchildren walked beside 
survivors or pushed their 
wheelchairs into buildings 
made of brick and hatred, 
proof that the Nazis couldn’t 
turn every family, every fu- 


ture, to ash. 

“Its a complete life,” said 
survivor David Wisnia, 93, of 
Levittown, Bucks County. 

Nearly one million Jews 
were killed at the Auschwitz- 
Birkenau concentration and 
extermination camps during 
World War II. Books and pho- 
tographs have laid those 
facts bare. Stories live on in 
movies and museums. As 
nearly 200 survivors, includ- 
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Most who lived 
through the 
Holocaust are 
in their 90s.

ing Wisnia, have converged 
on southern Poland to com- 
memorate the end of that 
hell 75 years ago Monday, 
loved ones know these living 
moments are bittersweet. 

“I feel a great responsibili- 
ty,” his grandson Avi Wisnia 
said at a survivor dinner Sun- 
day night in Kraków. “My 
grandfather’s story is my sto- 
ry. It’s the story of my family. 
Tm very aware that when he 
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dies, I need to keep the mem- 
ory alive, and the story alive, 
and these experiences alive.” 

The Soviet Red Army liber- 
ated Auschwitz on Jan. 27, 
1945, and the site remains 
largely the same today, acres 
of barbed wire and squat 
buildings. On Monday morn- 
ing, before the start of the 
official ceremony, an icy fog 
hung over the camps.

The board also will look into any me- 
chanical problems, and experts say if 
there were any, they would have been 
exacerbated by the conditions. It was 
not known when the NTSB would con- 
clude its investigation, officials said 
Monday night.
